You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said 
Epsom  on  Tuesday,  the  6th  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  sub- 
jects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  upon  the 
Budget  submitted  by  the  Budget  Committee. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $902.15  for  the  maintenance,  construction,  or  re- 
construction of  Class  V  Highways,  the  State  to  contribute 
$6,014.34  as  provided  in  Chapter  83  Laws  of  1953.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

In  New  Hampshire,  forest  fire  control  is  a  cooperative 
State-town  program.  The  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden, 
appointed  by  the  Director,  Division  of  Resources  Devel- 
opment upon  recommendation  of  the  Selectmen  and  the 
State's  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  is  responsible  for  fire 
suppression  and  other  related  duties.  The  State  shares 
equally  with  the  town  in  the  cost  of  most  forest  fires, 
except  illegal  and  careless  fires,  which  are  charged  to  the 
responsible  party.  The  State  further  provides  fire  detec- 
tion services,  prevention  programs,  fire  training  for  town 
wardens  and  crews,  and  back-up  equipment  for  fire  sup- 
pression. 

By  authority  of  the  State,  the  Town  Forest  Fire 
Warden  controls  all  outside  burning  in  his  town  except 
backyard  cooking  fires.  Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  a 
fire  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  ob- 
tain a  fire  permit,  free  of  cost,  from  the  Town  Forest  Fire 
Warden.  No  permits  will  be  issued  for  fires  between  9:00 
A.  M.  and  5:00  P.  M.  unless  it  is  raining,  except  for  com- 
mercial purposes. 

Please  be  careful  when  using  fire,  remember  it  can  be 
an  extremely  useful  tool  when  under  control  but  once 
allowed  to  run  wild  it  can  become  a  disastrous  and  devas- 
tating force.  Only  you  can  prevent  a  forest  fire.

The  Advisory  Committee  authorized  at  the  last  Town 
Meeting  and  appointed  by  the  Moderator  has  met  with 
the  Central  N.  H.  Regional  Planning  Commission  through 
the  summer  and  fall,  reviewed  technical  studies  on  vari- 
ous means  of  waste  disposal;  reviewed  State  air  pollu- 
tion control  requirements;  and  evaluated  alternate  plans 
to  help  Epsom  upgrade  our  solid  waste  disposal  practices. 

We  have  concluded  that: 

A.  our  present  dump  operation  must  be  upgraded  to 

meet  State  requirements  by  July  1,  1975; 

B.  that  a  sanitary  landfill  procedure  offers  the  best 

method  of  disposal  at  least  cost  for  the  foresee- 
able future;  that  the  number  of  potential  sites, 
however,  is  limited  and  require  detailed  analysis 
and  community  discussion  before  they  can  be 
recommended  as  acceptable; 

C.  that  there  appears  to  be  significant  savings  if  towns 

can  work  toward  a  joint  solution,  but  that  exact 
costs  cannot  be  determined  until  further  studies 
are  completed; 

D.  that  there  is  significant  interest  in  at  least  eleven 

other  municipalities  in  working  toward  joint 
resolution  of  the  problem.  This  is  evidenced  by 
the  agreement  and  action  of  the  towns  to  form 
a  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  Planning  Board  as 
provided  under  State  law. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Town  take  the  following 
action  at  the  1973  Town  Meeting: 

1.  Direct  the  Committee  in  conjunction  with  other 
towns  represented  on  the  Regional  Refuse  Disposal 
Planning  Board  to  — 
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A.  work  out  a  detailed  proposal  to  resolve  the 

Town's  solid  waste  management  problems  or 
to  report  why  such  a  joint  action  is  not  advis- 
able, and 

B.  Undertake  such  analysis,  negotiations,  and  de- 

terminatiton  of  costs  for  initial  and  continuing 
operations,  and  to  draft  the  proper  legal  docu- 
ments and  organization  procedures  necessary 
to  implement  the  proposed  solution  and  to  pre- 
sent these  to  the  Selectmen  for  action  at  a 
Town  Meeting. 

2.  Appropriate  $440.00  at  a  rate  of  thirty  cents  per 
capita  as  the  Town's  share  of  costs  of  the  Regional 
Refuse  Disposal  Planning  Board  to  undertake  its 
work,  conditional  upon  the  terms  set  forth  in  the 
Board's  proposed  by-laws.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


Today's  schools  are  indeed  becoming  more  and  more 
complex.  We  see  evidence  of  this  here  in  Epsom.  The 
job  of  the  teacher  is  ever  more  demanding  and  one  that 
requires  constant  re-evaluation  in  terms  of  today's  cur- 
riculum. 

We  now  find  the  school  curriculum  has  become  every- 
body's business.  Inside  and  outside  education,  there  are 
forces  that  propose  changes  in  our  schools. 

Some  call  for  a  return  to  "basic  education,"  while 
still  others  want  more  emphasis  on  "creativity"  and  "in- 
dividualized instruction."  This  is  the  dilemma  facing 
your  School  Board. 

At  our  town  level,  we  realize  that  the  curriculum  is 
affected  by  the  availability  of  materials,  physical  facili- 
ties, and  community  demands,  including  financial  re- 
sources. 

Teaching  techniques  previously  have  been  geared  to- 
ward drill  and  repetition.  Today  we  find  the  stress  on 
developing  understanding  and  overall  content,  rather 
than  studying  isolated  factual  material. 

There  is  great  need  to  adjust  the  curriculum  to  the 
needs  of  the  times.  We  might  very  well  find  in  the  near 
future,  full-time  teachers  working  on  developing  the 
curriculum  when  students  are  not  in  attendance. 

Libraries  or  media  centers  will  need  to  receive  a  high 
priority  in  our  town  budget  if  standards  are  to  be  main- 
tained. Title  II  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Act  of 
1965  has  helped  us  some  but  much  more  local  effort  is 
needed  in  the  years  to  come. 
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We  need  and  hopefully  will  see  much  stress  in  the 
future  on  Vocational  Education.  A  school  program  is 
certainly  needed  that  will  enable  every  young  person 
completing  Grade  12  to  be  ready  to  enter  higher  educa- 
tion or  to  enter  useful  and  rewarding  employment.  We 
are  really  talking  about  the  capacity  of  our  people  to 
sustam  and  accelerate  the  pace  of  progress  in  this  coun- 
try during  a  lifetime  of  learning. 

I  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  School  Board  and 
the  community  in  our  educational  endeavors.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

Epsom,  New  Hampshire 
1971  - 1972 


To  the  Superintendent: 

The  health  program  for  the  year  1971-1972  was  car- 
ried out  in  the  usual  manner  with  an  annual  physical 
inspection  of  each  student  by  the  nurse.  When  defects 
were  noted,  the  appropriate  referral  and  follow-up  were 
made. 

The  students  received  the  benefit  of  preventive  dental 
care  through  classroom  visits  by  a  hygienist  sponsored 
by  the  N.  H.  Bureau  of  Dental  Public  Health.  One  hun- 
dred and  ninety-nine  children  responded  to  the  cleaning 
and  fluoride  clinic  held  during  the  fall  months. 

The  Heaf  Test  was  offered  to  all  school  personnel  and 
to  the  incoming  first  grade  students.  A  total  of  72  tests 
were  administered.  Immunization  chnics  were  sponsored 
by  the  Epsom  P.T.O.  during  the  months  of  March,  April 
and  May.  A  total  of  114  doses  of  vaccine  were  given  by 
Dr.  Patrick  Kelly,  Pittsfield,  N.  H.  Forty-four  children 
were  registered  for  school  entry  at  a  pre-school  cUnic  in 
May.  First  aid  was  administered  to  approximately  106 
students,  11  home  visits  were  made,  17  ill  students  trans- 
ported home  and  5  students  were  taken  to  clinics  or 
medical  appointments.  Eight  faculty  members  completed 
the  Red  Cross  Multi-Media  First  Aid  Course  taught  by 
the  school  nurse.  Two  students  were  evaluated  for  pos- 
sible learning  disabilities  at  the  Manchester  Rehabilita- 
tion Center. 

During  the  1971  legislative  session  the  following 
health  requirements  were  passed. 

"All  children  shall  be  immunized  prior  to  school  en- 
trance according  to  the  current  recommendations  of  the 
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state  Health  Agency."  The  immunizations  listed  below 
must  be  completed  prior  to  school  entry. 

1.  Measles  Vaccine  —  regular  (Having  had  measles 
is  acceptable  when  verified ) 

2.  Oral  Trivalent  Polio  Vaccine  (Sabin) 

3.  Diphtheria,  Pertussis  and  Tetanus  (D.P.T.) 

4.  Rubella  (German  Measles)  Vaccine 

All  children  shall  be  examined  prior  to  school  en- 
trance to  detect  symptoms  of  Tuberculosis.  All  children 
shall  have  a  routine  physical  examination  by  a  physician 
before  school  entry.  At  the  March  1972  meeting,  the 
Epsom  School  Board  adopted  the  above  policy  relative 
to  Immunization  Requirements  and  Examiinations  for 
school  entrants  as  required  by  state  law.
